Highly Critical of the BBG

An exceptionally good bonus in the recent 
report of the committee on election expenses is 
the 6%page study titled Political Broadcasting 
im Canada. Anyone interpreting. this study has 
the choice of fixing on the difficulties of 
political broadcasting or quiet but devastating 
cv irrem,..of the Board of ‘ 
Eroadeast Governors. We'll 
try to do bow. 

The committee concluded 
that it wes‘. . . sattefied 
that the increasing use of 
broadeasting media consti- 
tubes the greatest. contrib. 
uting factor for rising costs 
o! campaigning. The com- 
mittee also accepts the view . 
that these media operate in 
the. public domain, and 
suou'd be used for the public: benefit: . .

The committee made three major recom- 
mendations in the broadcasting field: The first 
is that a total of six hours prime ‘time be 
allocated. among the duly registered national 
pariies on each network, on network 
affiliate, ana on each independent radio and 
TV station. The allocation would be° poreed 
out, as in the past, through . . 
negotiations between the 
CBC and the parties, Once 
the allocation formula is sét 
it would apply to all net- 
works and stations. “ 
' The second recommenda- 
tion on allocation provides 
for an appeal to the BBG by 
a party which feels it has 
been- unfairly -dealth with. 
The third recommendation 
recognizes that the broad- 
casters should riot bear ‘all the cest of 
election broadcasting, even if they are in the 
public domain: Therefore, as a condition of 
licence, the broadcasters shail be ekpected to 
provide half the time without compensation. 
For the other half they will bill the Registrar 
of Flection and Political Finance.. - 

A crucial aim of the committee is a four- 
week limit. to campaigning. This shortening 
sustaing their argument that no broadcasting, 
includ'ng spots or plugs by groups and 
organizations outside the parties (say, trade 
unions or friends of Paul Martin), should be 
perrritted.
